He then would make a 4,300- 
mile jump over Russia, which prob- 
{ably would be broken at 2,600 miles 
| for refueling. 
From Russia he plans to fly 2,200 
|miles over water and ice to Fair- 
banks, Alaska, then 1,450 miles to 
Edmonton and 2,100 miles back to 
New York 

The rebuilt plane will have a 
cruising speed of about 170 miles an 
hour and top speed of 225 miles an 
hour

Although Hon, O. L. MePherson, in a onding his ex- 
wife's suit in which she alleges that he obtained his divorce 
by collusion, swore that there were no affectionate relations 
between himself and Mrs, Helen Mattern at the time of their 
trip to Vietoria in the spring of 1930; that he had never 
thought of her as a possible marriage partner till the spring 
of 1982, and that he had never been a consenting party to 
his wife Cora leaving lis home to live with Mrs. Mattern’s 
husband, he was confronted in the witnessbox this morning 
by a letter allegedly written by Mrs. Helen Mattern (now the 
second wife of the Minister) in the summer of 1930 to Mrs 
McPherson's sister Lucille, in which Mrs, Mattern professed 
to love “Tony” as well as her own husband 

More sensational still, the writer of the letter (whieh 
is signed “Helen’) announced Mrs. Lucille MePherson 
that Tony and she had had a “session” with Roy on the pre- 
vious night at which Roy had told her that he thought his 
chances of happiness with the writer of the letter were “shot”, 
and that he had a better ehance of happiness with Cora, 

She added, “Oh, Lucille; if only T could believe him,” 

The letter referred to quarrels between “Tony” and 
“Cora” and referred to the smashing of her marriage with 
Roy as being the “quickest and easiest way out for him 
(Tony).” 

Tony Took My Part 

The letter referred to a trip from Great Falls which the 
writer, Helen, had made with.""Tony” and “Ada” and “Cora” 
and to her having quarrelled with Ada and having “acted like 
Hell” on the way back. She went on to tell of another quar 
rel at Calgary at which she admitted that she had “aeted 


like two hells” and how “Tony” had made Ada apologize to 
her 


to 


It went on to say “Tony took my part as he was bound 
to do” and exhorted the recipient “Don't for the love of God 
blame Tony 

The writer went on to say 
a divorce. Cora says ‘What about 
that I love Tony too.” 


Objected To Letter 

Mr, Woods, who previously had demanded the produc:

and that Mrs. Mattern had removed her grips at Calgary

The Easiest Way 

The Minister admitted that he might possibly have had

Lawyer Suggests Mrs. Mattern Informed 
Friend She Was Suitably Rewarded 


For Her Assistance

Another surprise letter—this time allegedly written to 
a friend by Mrs. Helen Mattern while she was the guest of 
Hon. O. L. McPherson with his wife on their Victoria trip in 
the spring of 1930—featured the Wednesday afternoon ses- 
sion of the McPherson co!lusion trial. It was produced by 
Neil D. Maclean, K.C., counsel for Mrs. Cora McPherson by 
‘subpoena from the party now holding it in possession, 

S. B. Woods, K.C., counsel for Hon. Mr. McPherson 
&trongly opposed the introduction of the letter into the case, 
saying that it was unfair to his client to produce a letter he 
did not write or receive, and which he was not in a position 
to identify, while the alleged writer—now Mrs. Helen Mc- 
Pherson—will be a witness later on in the case. 

Mr. Justice Ford allowed the letter and envelope to be 
“marked for identification.” This does not yet constitute it 
as evidence. His Lordship permitted Mr, Maclean to take 
clauses and phrases of the letter and embody them into ques- 
tions for the minister either to assent to or deny. The ques- 
tions afforded an indication of the tone of the letter, which 
is allegedly written to a woman friend, since deceased. 


Did Not Consult Mattern 


Mr. Maclean prefaced his production of the letter by | 
asking Hon. Mr. McPherson if he had obtained the consent 
of Mrs. Mattern’s husband to taking her on the trip with his 
ee when he went to the coast. Thé Minister admitted he 
tadn't. | 

“Didn't you consider asking his consent?’ counsel pur- | 
sued. 

‘ “It was for Mrs. Mattern to attend to,” parried the Min- 
ster. 

“Did he know you were going to sleep three in a room 
on the way ?”’ demanded the lawyer. 

“Nobody knew that then,” was the retort. 

“Tell me,” pursued Mr. Maclean, “Did you say your | 
prayers that first night in the car?” 

“T was not praying at that time,’”’ was the answer. 

From there Mr. Maclean took the witness through a line 
.Of questioning about happenings on the Victoria holiday, | 
asking what kind of a car he hired, whether he had bought | 
clothing for Mrs. Mattern in return for her help in selecting 
Mrs. McPherson's wardrobe, and whether he had accom- 
panied Mrs. Mattern on occasions for tea at the home of 
Mrs. Mattern’s Aunt Elizabeth. The answers were of a non- 
committal nature. | 

“Look at this letter. Is that your present wife’s hand- 
writing on the envelope?” demanded Mr. Maclean. . 

The Minister pored at it steadfastly for a while before | 
answering. 

“I don’t know,” he said. 


Counsel Registers Objection 

At once Mr. Woods rose with objections to its produc- 
tion and use. 

The letter was a typed one, with a notation in a corner. | 
It was dated 1934 Crescent Road, Victoria, and the envelope 
postmarked March 17, 1930. 

“Can’t you recognize the handwriting in the corner?” 
asked Mr. Maclean. 

“No, I cannot,” replied the witness. 

Mr. Woods protested that if the letter was really written 
by Mrs. Helen Mattern that it should be reserved till she en- 
tered the box and was confronted with it. 

Mr. Maclean did not read the text of the letter as a whole, 
but used it as a basis for asking questions of the Minister. 

Said he: “Was this the first time in her life that Mrs. 
Mattern had ever travelled with people who didn’t consider 
what things cost?” 

Answer: I do not know.

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GOING AFTER LOST BUSINESS 

President Beatty of the C.P.R. told a Boston 
audience he looks for an upturn of business, which 
will help the railways. Then, he says, railways 
will “be faced with the hardly 
matter of competition in transportation.” 

Meaning that the railways are planning a drive 
to recover the business they have lost to motor

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THE LAST CHANCE? 

President Roosevelt has put the world in his 
debt by a direct appeal to the rulers of the nations 
to “translate professed policies into action” through 
“practical measures of disarmament” and common 
effort to end “economic chaos.” 

The message is strongly remindful of the 
straight-flung words with which Mr. Roosevelt's 
predecessor shocked the debaters at Lausanne into 
a sense of the realities of the issue they were 
trifling with The issues of today are no less 
serious, the disposition to trifle no less conspicuous, 
and the stirrmng appeal from Weshington equally 
needed. 

Again like his predecessor, Mr. Roosevelt urges 
the nations to disarm themselves of offensive 
weapons, and thus, abolish the common fear of 
invasion. As an immediate step he recommends 
the adoption of the MacDonald plan to reduce 
armaments. 

The economic conference, he says, will have to 
stabilize currencies, free trade of its restrictions, 
and raise price levels, if the world is to see better 
times. 

There is nothing new in these proposals. They 
have been before the governments of the world 
for years. And nobody has offered a practicable 
alternative to secure the ends of peace and pros- 
perity. There is a growing and widely expressed 
conviction that unless action is taken now in the 
direction of disarmament and trade revival, the 
depression through which we have been passing 
is only the prelude to a break-down of civilization 

Some suspicion of the kind is evidently in the 
mind of President Roosevelt. His message is the 
appeal of a man concerned. to the point of alarm, 
for the future of humanity. Geneva and London 
may offer the last chance to regularize the inter- 
national relationships and business affairs of the 
world on a basis of common sense

—a Day in Canadian History— 
By Fred Williams 


THE BIRTHDAY OF MONTREAL 


On this date, in 1642, Montreal 
was founded. Early in the run- 
ning, Paul de Chomedy, Sieur de 
Maisonneuve, landed with his 


small band of colonists, 55 in all, 
on the beach, pitched their tents 
and celebrated mass. They were 
not the first white arrivals, for 
pioneers had preceded 

them—first Jacques Cartier, who, 
| 107 years earlier, had sailed up 

from Quebec, discovered the In- 

dian village of Hochelaga, and 
climbed the mountain that lay 
| behind the river benches. Three- 
| quarters of a century after tim 
} 


had come, in 1611, Samuel de 
Champlain, who, landing at a site 
which he called la Place Royale, 
endeavored to start a trading post 
and build a rude fort. By that 
time Hochelaga had disappeared, 
wiped out by hostile tribes, and 
all its well-tilled maize fields iaid 
waste. Other adventurous indi- 
viduals had made their way up 
the rapid stream; indeed, Maisun- 
} neuve himself had been there the

Quebec to winter, determined to

This year the celebra- 
tion will be of special interest 
since it will be the 130th anniver- 
sary of the coming of the men and 
women who braved the wilder- 
ness rather than sacrifice their 
allegiance to king and flag.

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The Rolling Seas of Money 


An American View 


Foreign nations off gold had the “drop” on us 
until we deserted the old gold ship and took to 
the rolling seas of money privateering ourselves 
But we may be sunk yet. Those adroit Britishers 
have doubled their exchange equalization fund, 
which is equivalent to a fund to boost the sterling 
price of the dollar. (Remember that raising it 
means reducing the amount of American money 
that will buy a pound—so when the dollar ex- 
change rate of sterling falls the dollar gains and 
vice versa.) 

The French, still sticking to the gold standard 
with British banks lending them 130 million dollars, 
which they don't need for any ordinary purpose, 
to help them stick, by artificially encouraging a 
flow of gold to France to offset the flight from 
the franc for fear it will be denatured, are appar- 
ently about to equalize the trade condition by 
slapping a 15 per cent duty on American goods. 
Being on the gold standard, they can't manipulate 
dollars by speculating in exchange the way the 
British do. 

If France quits the defense of gold, there will 
be nothing left in the world by whcih to measure 
exchange and it will flop around like a decapitated 
chicken. If that happens England might return 
to gold, say at $250 to a new pound. We might 
have to retaliate by returning to gold at 50 cents 
to the dollar. The battle of gold content having 
started gold might be fought out of the picture. It 
seems certain that England will never return to 
gold at the old rate of $4.86 plus to the pound. 
That means that if the gold measuring stick is to 
be made standard again throughout the world, we 
shall have to devaluate the gold dollar in accor- 
dance with some international agreement. Every 
country would have to readjust gold content to 
suit its position with respect to parity. 

Viewing such a prospect we find abundant 
room for justified conjecture as to what will hap- 
pen to all of us if our standard dollar is altered. 
Theoretically, prices would advance accordingly. 
Debts incurred in 100-cent gold dollars could be 
paid off with, say, 50-cent dollars. Bonds would 
collapse in market value and common stocks would 
go up like a sky-rocket not only in the new dollar 
price but in actual increase of proportionate equity 
in all corporations having bonded debts. Mortgages 
would go limp. Commodity prices would explode 
upward 


So, the coming Internationa! Economic Con- 
ference may touch off another “new era.” Ke- 
gardless of our own internal inflation the wise 
man will keep an eye on dollar inflation resulting 
from an international decision to stabilize on a 
reduced gold standard. Remember, too, that our 
part in this monetary drama is now in the hands 
of one man, the President of the United States, 
who has the power and has shown the capacity to 
act with lightning-like rapidity. As you fondle 
your dollars keep that in mind. Not only may 
world action compel an alteration of their gold 
base by international mandate, but it may be 
brought about by arbitrary price-raising decree 
of the President. Before that is done open market 
operations of the Federal Reserve may cheapen 
money and raise the price level. Or 3 billion dol- 
lars of a modern version of greenbacks and a dose 
of silver may do the same with all its implications 
and consequences. 

The dollar is for the time being about as effi- 
cient a storage place for wealth as a collender is 
as a water container. You can make your own 
inferences as to what that means for you and the 
rest of the population which has any dollars left,

IMPORTANT TO CHECK FIRST TUBERCULAn 
SYMPTOMS 
Many health authorities are predicting an ji) 
crease in the number of tubercular cases from), 
widespread undernourishment caused by the de. 
pression. Since tuberculosis is easily cured in ji 
early stages, but becomes more serious as it ac 
vances, it would be well for everyone to kno 
some of the more common earlier symptoms of th) 


disease. 

If you were able to look into and examine the 
lungs of, say, 1,000 adults, you would find that mos: 
of them show small healed scars denoting that prac- 
tically everyone, at some time or another, has had 
a touch of tuberculosis which healed up withou 
attracting attention. The normal lung tissues can 
repel the invasion of the tubercular germ if the 
resistance is high but, when the vitality is low and 
the germ present, the disease may develop. Since 
it gives no startling warning at its inception, it may 
advance slowly and insidiously to a thoroughly ad- 
vanced stage without one being aware that the 
disease is present. In this article I will point out 
some of the more common preliminary symptoms 
which, if present, should act as a warning for one 
to improve his habits of living and also to have a 
thorough examination from a competent diagnos- 
tician 

One of the first symptoms is a persistent feel- 
ing of tiredness, usually occurring in the morning 
or following activity. Not only is there a general 
sensation of tiredness, but the patient feels him- 
self growing weaker and lacks the strength to 
perform ordinary tasks because of muscular weak- 
ness through the legs or back. 

Another common symptom is a persistent cough 
following a severe cold. This is generally accom- 
panied by a tickling sensation in the throat. The 
absence of the cough, however, does not necessarily 
mean that the patient is free from tuberculosis. 
With the cough there is often raised a_ sticky 
mucous which causes the patient to look for treatment 
to stop what he considers a chest cold, bronchitis 
or catarrh of the throat. 

A gradual progressive loss of weight Is another 
frequently found symptom in the early stages. This 
may be associated with a poor appetite and indi- 
gestion or diarrhea. The patient may also feel 
another symptom which is best described as a 
“run-down” condition. He may seek tonics in an 
effort to build back his health. 


I do not remember of having seen a tubercular 
patient who did not complain of some such trouble. 
There are also other symptoms which may be found 
with tuberculosis, such as night sweats, the spitting 
of bright red blood, rapid pulse, rise in tempera- 
ture in the morning or afternoon, any of which 
symptoms should be sufficient warning for one to 
find out the cause. An absolute diagnosis of tuber- 
culosis requires not only a physical examination 
but careful laboratory tests. There should be a 
microscopic examination of the sputum, an examin- 
ation of the lungs with a stethoscope, and also 
x-ray pictures of the chest. Even if tuberculosis is 
found to be present, the patient should not become 
too greatly alarmed, because, with the modern 
methods of treatment this disease is not nearly as 
dangerous as it was a few decades ago. Practically 
every case of tuberculosis can be cured if it is not 
too far advanced and if the patient is willing to 
strictly follow his doctor's advice. 


Some time ago I wrote an article in this cotumn 
in which I outlined the treatment that I have found 
most suitable for overcoming tuberculosis, I will 
be glad to send a copy of this article to anyone 
who is interested. By all means have an examina- 
tion immediately if you suspect that this disease is 
present. Go to the best diagnostic clinic, hospital 
or physician that you know. Do not be too greatly 
alarmed if you find the disease is present; however, 
lose no time in following a carefully regulated 
regimen for preventing a further development of 
the disorder

Towards the real- 
ization of this, it may be arranged 
that plays of outstanding merit, 
written by Canadian authors, will 
be submitted to the national 
board and their production ar- 
ranged. 

Edmonton has already taken part 
in the encouragement of play writ- 
ing, and a prize of $50 offered this 
year by the provincial organization 
was won by Mr. T. E. Carnigan, 
with Mr. F. B. Watt and Miss Elsie 
Young receiving honorable men- 
tion.

CALGARY, May 18—Alberta 
Women’s Institute branches num- 
bered 244, with a membership of 
more than 43,564 according to re- 
| ports which featured the Wednes- 
day morning session of the W.L. 
provincial convention in session in 
Calgary. Imstitutes in 19382 had 
raised more than $42,000, the report 
of the business secretary treasurer, 
Mrs. J. Regan, of Edmonton, show- 
ed. Of this amount aproximately 
$4,368 was spent for public health; 
$1,129 for education and $6,433 for 
_community betterment, of which 
$2,000 was spent on relief for the 


unemployed and their families.

Requesting full executive author- 
ity to inaugurate a $3,300,000,000 
public construction program, he 
asked the legislators to decide be- 
fore early next week on new taxes

If a decision is not reached by 
that time, he will submit his own 
recommendations for levies. 

Mr. Roosevelt also asked author- 
ity to reduce or eliminate the new 
taxes, should prohibition repeal be- 
come effeci:-ve or increasing rev- 
enues make them unnecessary 

Recommending government co- 
operation with industry, he said the 
purpose is to “obtain wide re- 
employment, to shorten the work- 
ing week and to prevent unfair 
competition and disastrous over-
